STATE IN.POSITION TO

The Florida State Board of 
Health, which has almost suc- 
ceeded in its goal of establish- 
ing @ local health department 
in each of the state's 67 counties 
is in a position today to set up 
a “health unit" in Korea.

They are Dr. Albert V. Har- 
dy,director of the State Board 
of Health Bureau of Laborator- 
ies, and Dwight Frazier, lab- 
oratory bacteriologist, both of 
Jacksonville. A third laboratory 
staff man, Don Mackel, has 
alerted’ and may be called to 
join the Korea resarch pro- 


Dr. Wilson T. Sowder, State 
Health Officer, said today that 
the Department of Defense is 
reimbursing the Florida State 
Board of Health for salaries 
paid personnel in Korea,

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VARICOSE VEINS 


Varicose veins occur in all ages, 
sexes and races, but most frequently 
in middle lie. Varicose veins are 
those whose walls lose their firm- 
ness and bulge ont in irregular 
lumps that may be seen through 
the skin. 

The condition is likely to occur, 
in any portion of the body, but the 
common site is the legs. Here the 
superficial veins, lying between skin 
and muscles, are most often affected. 
Deeper veins, supported by muscles, 
are seldom seriously affected. 

The cause or causes of varicose 
veins are not definitely known, al- 
thougt has been established that 
heredity is a factor. The condition 
is frequently associated with pi 
nancy and with occupations req 
ing persons to stand for long per- 
iods. Any condition that places un- 
due pressore on the vessels of the 
legs, such as tight garters, may con- 
tribute to formation of varicose 
veins. 

In the treatment of varicose veins, 
the first essential step is a complete 
physical examination by a compe- 
tent physician. This will estabish or 
eliminate factors causing mechani- 
cal obstruction, such as 
chronic cough, even t 
girdles. If the pelvic is inflamed, 
must be cleared up. 

Methods used in caring for Ur 


cose veins include bandag 
wearing of elastic stocking: 
tions or surgery. The use of any one 
of these procedures. however, is de- 
pendent on the severity of the con 
dition in the individual case. a deci- 
sion that ‘rests with the physician.

FLORIDA FLASHES

The Legislature of New Mex- 
ico has submitted a constitut- 
ional amendment to be voted 
upon which if adopted wili per- 
mit the sale of liquor to and by 
the Indians. The same bill was 
defeated last month in the Flor- 
ida Legislature, and it is hoped 
that the Poulson Bill now pend- 
ing in Congress will suffer a 
like fate. 

Upon his election as Governor 
of Oklahoma, Johnston Murray 
released a statement to the 
press in which he said 
“There will be no drinking a- 
mong state employees during 
my administration.” Oklahoma 
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law makers have just passed a 
"bonedry" ` law, which will 
make more effective the efforts 
of that Prohibition State to 
keep illegal liquor from cros- 
sing the state line from wet 
areas. 

Hon. Theodore R. McKeldin, 
Governor of Maryland, said to 
the Christian Men's Committee 
banquet, "The only way to 
handle liquor is total abstin- 
ence." He does not serve intox- 
icating drinks in the Executive 
Mansion at Annapolis. 

Judge William M. Gemmill, 
of the Chicago Municipal Court, 
spoke from the Bench recently 
as follows: "The liquor traffic 
divides more homes, fill¥ more 
jails; and empties more 
churches than all other influ- 
ences combined. * * * I have 
observed that the last man to 
be employed and the first to be 
discharged is the victim of 
booze.” 

George J. Schoeneman, In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner, 
says that 10,209 illicit stills 
were destroyed last year, with 
8,008 destroyed in 1949. Thus 
bootlegging continues to flour- 
ish under repeal. Legalizing li- 
quor does not stop illegal sales.
